In as much as I was the only one to survive the whole thing, it 
behooves me to set the gamesmaster straight on the murky origins of 1972 
DM. It started in CARBON 13, mismanged by Fred C. Winter. The game stum- 
bled slowly along until Pall 1904 (Nov. *72 to Aug. '73), when CARBON 13 
and its editor collapsed. Then we languished in limbo until Jan. '74 when 
Conrad von Metzke very graciously picked us up and stuck the game in his 
shortlived orphan zine STAB. (Winter 1904 to Spring 1906) In April '74, he 
declared DM orphan again. Finally, we were sent to PEN & SWORD after a 
one turn stay in COSTAGUANA.

1972 Dumb Mistake (continued) 



Yes, its true that Germany was down to 2 units at winter 1902. This 
was cuased by a four power attack (England, France, Italy, and Austria), 
along with two missed moves. The four power alliance broke up in 1902 
with a series of stabs and Germany had no where to go but up. 

The only reason that this game continued after Fall 1904 (when 5 of 
7 of the players resigned) was because von. Metzke thought the game was 
even enough to start virtually all over again. Had it occurred even a 
year alter, it would probably have been abandoned as a sure German win, 

// And it still "took Dave forever to finish the thing because he kept on 
fooling around with the thing instead of just ending it quickly.'// 

Sow the above might seem like something unusual to you, but I would 
wager that most all games go through something like that aess before they 
eventually get completed. Its a shame, but it happens for a variety of 
reasons.
